Chicago, July 21.—Chairman Ben 
W. Hooper, of the railroad labor 
board was on his way to Washing- 
ton tonight for a conference with 
President Harding which adminis- 
tration officials hoped would be the 
basis for peace negotiations in the 
national railway shopmen’s strike. 

The third week of the walkout 
ended tonight with rail executives and 
union heads firm in their respective 
positions iescribed by Mr. Hooper at 
the conclusion of unsuccessful peace 
conferences here as “antipodal.” 
With the newest peace activities cen- 
fered at  Vasiuington, Attorney-Gen- 
eral Daugherty held conferences at 
which the possibility of legal action 
in both the rail and coal strikes was 
discussed, although it was said no 
immediate proceedings were contem- 
plated. 

Additional carriers today followed 
the lead of the Baltimore & Ohio road 
and announced that separate peace 
agreements with their men would be 
sought. It was learned today that 
the feasibility of seeking separate 
agreements was one of the matters 
discussed at conferences between 
Chairman Hooper and rail executives 
here a few days ago when conciliation 
efforts were halted. 

Jewell Quiet. 

While B. M. Jewell, head of the 
shop crafts employees, previously 
stated that an agreement must be on 
a natioiAl basis, he has ‘not com- 
mented on recent moves of the car- 
riers for separate negotiations. He 
indicated definitely tonight, however, 
that separate agreements would not 
be congidered when he wired R. A. 
Henning, of St. Paul, general chair- 
man denying statements that he had 
asserted he was ready to negotiate 
with individual roads. 

Mr. Jewell had no comment to- 
night except that “everything looks 
fine.” He anid he would probably 
have a statement on the generz! ait- 
uation tomorrow. Chairman Hooper 
was summoned to Washington after 
conferences between eastern rail exe 
cutives and members of the _ senate 
interstate commerce committee had 
failed to smooth out the situation. 

Grand lodge officers of the main- 
tenance of way organization meeting 
in Detroit decided that any road fail- 
ing to hold conferences with mainten- 
ance of way men to adjust wage dif- 
ferences will face a strike on the in- 
dividual road. 

Goard Directs Action. 

The labor board has already refer- 
red the wage matters back to the 
roads and unions and has directed 
that the dispute be brought to the 
board in case an agreement is not 
reached. 


Replying to assertions of union of- 


ficials that the question of establish- 
ing national adjustment boards is 
holding up a peace settlement, Wil-

| William Allen White Awaits 
Arrest for Strike Placard, 
But Still Is Free. 


Topeka, Kans., July 21.—The pen 
‘appeared mightier than the state seal 
|of Kansas Friday night, for Govern- 
for Henry J. Allen had apparently 
decided not to send a deputy down 
to Emporia with a warrant for the 
arrest of Editor William Allen White, 
his closest friend, who has been de- 
fying the state industrial law by sym- 
pathizinz with the railroad strikers. 

Governor Allen started the day by 
stating that Bill White was no dif- 
ferent from any other citizen and that 
he was liable to arrest for placing 
a poster in the offices of his newspa- 
per, lhe Emporia Gazette, declaring 


his sympathy for the shopmen. At- 
torney-General Hopkins was said to 
he preparing charges against the ed- 
itor. 

As the day wore on it brought re- 
ports that White, who has always 
been closer than s brother to the gov- 
ernor, was really serious about his 
attitude that the clause in the indus- 
trial law prohibiting giving comfort 
to strikers was an “outrageous infrac- 
tien of the rights of a free press and 
free speech.” 

Awaiting Warrant. 

The governor was informed that the 
progressive editor was sitting in his 
office ca'mly awaiting arrest, and that 
he had written a blistering defense of 
his action, to be rejeased the minute 
he was taken into cus:ody. 

As the governor was considering 
this, another old friend, Victor Mur- 
dock, editor of The Washita Eagle, 
announced his support of White, in 
another blazing edirorial. Murdock, 
Allen and White used to be known as 
the *‘Three Graces of Kansas.” 

Then the governor got an anovy- 
mous letter signed by the Ku Klux 
Klan and inclosing a pLotograph show- 
ing masked Klanszaen, and advising 
him to “reform’ regarding sympathy 
for the strikers, 

In addition, reports came from many 
parts of the state that other editors 
had joined Whites colors, and that 
it was a battle of editors that would 
make even the old days in Kansas, 
when editors wrote what they really 
thought about each other, seem col- 
orless, indeed. Reports came, too, 
of hundreds of merchanty and business 
houses putting up placards simular 
to the one White stuck up. 

No Arrest Intimated. 

Just before the governor left his 
office it was intrmated from the at- 
torney-generals office that White 
would not be arrested. The govern- 
or did not say anything on this score, 
even when it was announced that 
White bad changed the sign in his 
window to read that he is now “51 per 
cent in sympathy with the strikers.” 
But the report from the attorney-gea- 
eral's office seemed authentic. 


At the capital it is the general sen- 
timent that the determined Emporia 
publicist is the victor and that the 
governor was a little out of bounds 
in his definition of the law, and that 
instead of deputies armed with war- 
rants for his arrest, White is more 
apt to receive a rubber-heeled mutual 
friend asking his to “lay ocf.” 

It is stated that “Henry and me” 
will make haste ta forget this inci- 
dent, which has stirred Kansas’ im- 
agination, as quickly as possibk.

BURN TO GROUND 
IN FT. WORTH FIRE 


Fort Worth, Texas, July 21.—Fire 
of unknown origin late today destroy- 
ed seven houses in Hi-Mount, fash- 
ionable residence district in Arlington 
Heights. The blaze was discovered 
about 6:15 o’clock and spread rapid- 
ly, city firemen being helpless in their 
efforts to check the flames, through 
lack of water. 

The loss is estimated at between 
$75,000 and $100,000. One block, 
with the exception of a residence in 
the middle, which the flames leaped, 
was burned to the ground. 

Lack of water and the intense heat 
hampered the firemen. The fact that 
the blaze was fanned by a twenty- 
mile an hour wind accounted for the 
rapid spread of the flames. 


LORD NORTHCLIFFE 
S CRITICALLY ILL 


Famous English Publish- 
er’s Condition Takes 
Turn for Worse—Little 
Known of Illness.

London, July 21.—The condition of 

Lord Northcliffe, owner of The Lon- 
don Times and 100 other British pub- 
lications, is now more critical than 
at any time since he was recently 
stricken while sojourning in Switzer- 
land. 

His physicians, late Friday, issued 
a bulletin stating that the famous 
publisher’s condition “continues to 
give rise to anxiety.” Following this, 
it was learned that the end would not 
be surprising to those in the confi- 
dence of the family, although the at- 
tending physicians declare the rugged 
constitution of their Patient may en- 
able him to hold out longer than ex- 
pected. 

The official bulletin declared that 
“fever, due to an infection, does not 
abate, and the heart is, in conse- 
quence, considerably embarrassed.” 

The condition of Northeliffe, which 
has prompted the widest range of 
report9 imaginable regarding the 
character and seriousness of his ill- 
ness has been for some time the “mys- 
tery of Fleet street,” the newspaper 
district where the bed-ridden genius 
built up Great Britain's most pow- 
erful publishing organization. 

Little Known of Illness. 

Lord . Northeliffe’s condition—at 
least according to the Fleet street 
version of it—is of such a nature 
that his fellow newspaper builders | 
only talk of it hesitatingly and 
guardedly, not only because of the 
probable inaccuracy of many reportg 
which are circulated, but becguse of

Washington, July 21.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—Evidence of a 
growing apprehension among repub- 
lican leaders at the capitol over the 
politica] consequences of the strike 
situation has been cropping out late- 
ly. The feeling is manifested in ad- 
ministration circles that should the 
government be unsuccessful in the at- 
tempt to satisfy the several elements 
involved in the industrial dispute la- 
bor unions will form an important 
part in the November elections and 


party in power. 

Indications of this have already 
been seen in the appeal recently made 
by Samuel Gompers urging the de- 
feat of Senator Sutherland, of West 
Virginia, in one of the strongholds of 
union labor in the country. The act 
has engaged the serious attention of 
other members of congress, who fear 
like opposition will be made to their 
candidacy.

PLAN FOR ARBITRATION 
ADVANCED BY SOLON 


Senator King Would Have 
Harding Appoint Com- 
mittee of Five to Investi- 
gate Dispute.

Washington, July 21.—The govern- 
ment is prepared to “stand pat” for 
a period of ten days to two weeks 
in its attitude toward the coal strike, 
it was indicated today, in order to 
ascertain whether sufficient production 
will be obtained through the reopening 
of bituminous mines under guarantee 
of federal protection to assure. tha 
fuel requirements of essential indus- 
tries, 

In the meantime, however, plans 
for distribution of the curtailed gllp- 
ply of coal are to be pushed, it was 
said. Secretary Hoover announced 
tonight that he had called a meeting 
here next Monday of representatives 
of producing districts in Tennessee, 
Kentucky, Alabama, Virginia, Penn- 
sylvania and West Virginia, to dis: 
cuss the proposed “rationing” plan 
and to formulate a policy designed to 
restrict profiteering. 

While all three parties to the re- 
cent conferences jin Washington— 
the government, operators and union 
seemed satisfied that the situation, 
as it now stands, was hopelessly dead- 
locked, a new move for restoration of 
peace in the coal field was “in the 
resolution introduced in the senate to-~ 
day by Senator King, democrat, Utah, 


who proposed creation of a commis- 


sion of five to investigate both sides 
of the controversy and report its find- 
ings No provision was made in the 
resolution for enforcing the findings 
made by the commission, but Mr. 
King expressed the opinion that such 
a body, set up by positive legislative 
action would have more authority 
than did the conference appointed by 


j the president. 


Stocks Permit Waiting. 

A“survey of remaining coal stocks 
was said to have convinced adminf{s- 
tration officials that these were suffi- 
cient to permit a fortnight of waiting 
to covelep the response to the presi- 
dential “invitation” to the operators 
to resume operation without adding 
unduly to the danger of an industrial 
shutdown through lack of fuel. 

Secretary Hoover's program for

Interstate commerce commission in- 
quiry into southeastern freight class | ¢ 
rates and examination of the new rate 
schedules proposed by southeastern 
railroads will be resumed in Atlanta 
on September 14, according to an- 
nouncement Friday. 
The second period of the extended 
hearing closed Thursday, when cross- 
examination of carriers’ witnesses was 
completed. The next session will be 
devoted to the shippers’ side of the 
hearing, which is held in an effort to 
bring about a genera! readjustment of 
the southeastern rate situation, and 
particularly a conciliation of conflict- 
ing rate schedules.

COAL RATE SLASH 
NOT 10 AID Gil 


Atlanta's cual situation will not be 
helped by the reduction in freight 
rates on the staple ordered Friday 
by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, it was stated by J. Bb. Campbell, 
of the R. O. Campbell Coal company. 
The reduction ordered was only on 
rates frum western Kentucky mines 
to Atlanta, Savannah and north Geor- 
gia points, Mr. Campbell stated 
that practically no coal is bought in 
Atlanta from the western Kentucky 
fields because of its inferior quality. 

Atlanta’s main svuree of coal sup- 
ply, Mr. Campbell stated, is the Jel- 
lico fields which are worked by non- 
union miners who are not affected 
by the union miners’ strike. The 
western Kentucky union miners are 
still working under contracts which 
were not affected by the changes thut 
brought on the mine strike, according 
to Mr. Campbell. 

However, the combination of mine 
and rail strike trouble is seriously 
affecting the bringing of coal into At- 
lanta from its usual sources, said Mr, 
Campbell.

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STRIKES AND PRICES. 
It is somewhat anomalous that 


labor, while crying aloud for a 
lower cost of living, should adopt 
and pursue the very policies that 
increase it. 

Economic waste and curtailed 
production are two of the foremost 
factors in boosting living costs. 
Every strike involves both. 

Recent government statistics in- 
dicated there were more than 
1,000,000 workers on strike in trans- 
portation, mining and nianufactur- 
ing fields. The actual figures are 
probably now considerably in ex, 
cess of these which, however, will 
serve the, purpose of illustration. 
Conservatively figured on the basis 
of an eight-hour work day and 
wages of 50 cents an hour, this 
means an economic loss or waste of 
$4,000,000 each working day, or, ap- 
proximately $1,250,000,000 a year. 

A billion and a quarter dollars— 
that’s the annual bill the families 
of working people of the United 
States are paying today for strikes. 
The cost to the country, as a whola, 
is perhaps, several times in excess 
of this figure, and labor is paying 
its full share of it. In the end they 
are greater sufferers than others; 
for, in addition to the loss of their 
incomes while the strike is on, the 
purchasing power of their earnings 
is diminished, when they return to 
employment. 

Coal prices are hfgher today be- 
cause of diminished production. 
They will undoubtedly remain high- 
er for a year or more, considerably 
higher than if there had been no 
strike. 

Clothing costs more because of 
decreased productions, due to the 
strike of the textile workers. 

Curtailed transportation facilities, 
due to strikes, are a decided ele- 
ment in making higher prices for 
food, clothing, coal; in fact, prac- 
tically everything, because of cur- 
tailed distribution. 

Overhead costs of both wholesale 
and retail merchants, are increased, 
because of the higher prices they 
have to pay, not only for their 
stocks, but also for their facilities 
for doing business; and they, in 
turn, add this extra cost to the 
prices they charge the consumer. 

It is unfortunate that just as the 
country was beginning to get to a 
normal basis in the matter of the 
cost of living, the strike monkey- 
wrench had to be thrown into the 
fairly well adjusted machinery. It 
is most unfortuna.e for the work- 
ing man himself, because, in the 
eggregate at least, he will have the 
largest bill to pay for the conse- 


demands that the parties to these 
destructive contests compose their 
differences as speedily as possible 
and resume the orderly course in 
which, alone, lies the possibility of 
public contentment and well being. 


THE LUXURY MANIA. 

Gone is the simplicity of our an- 
cestors; at any rate much of it. 
Tax gatherers and merchants are 
waxing fat upon the craze for lux- 
ury. It helped to finance our part 
in the war. Georgia is talking of 
using it to pay her pension Dill. 
Other states have seized upon the 
idea; the varity of men and women 
is helping meet the public expenses. 

There is cne danger about the 
luxury tax. Its framers are often 
prone to include certain small lux- 
uries so-called because people could 
get along without them, if they had 
to, but which are really necessary 
to happiness and contentment. To 
tax these is, sometimes, to impose 
a burden upon wage earners and 
others of moderate means, which 
they can ill afford to bear. There- 
in careful discrimination should be 
exercised. 

There is luxury mania enough 
that can well afford to stand taxa- 
tion. A writer in the current Print-. 
ers’ Ink Monthly cites a number 
of apparently extreme and interest- 
ing cases. There are jewelry shops 
on Fifth avenue, New York’s famed 
lane of human vanity, where it is 
“vulgar” to ask the price of an ar- 
ticle. They will supply you with 
an “art piece,” and later bill you 
for all they think the “traffic will 
bear.” He dared to price a ring: the 
“ambassador” condescended to tell 
him it might be had for $3,150. He 
learned later it would have been 
dearly priced at $1,000. Another 
search brought to light men’s hand- 
kerchiefs at $24 each, while he 
found $50 shirts almost a drug on 
the Fifth avenue market. 

There are men and women, lots 
of them, who think merely in terms 
of price. Cost appeals often above 
beauty and quality. In fact, vanity 
is frequently ignorant of quality 
and good taste. <A block away 
handkerchiefs and shirts of equal 
quality might be had at one-fifth, 
perhaps at one-tenth, the price ask- 
ed in these so-called “exclusive” 
shops which reach the pocketbooks 
of both men and women through 
their appeals to the luxury mania. 

It is luxuries like these which 
mean nothing to the man of simple 
habits and modest means, upon 
which the tax gatherer can very 
properly afford to fasten a substan- 
tial tax. The man who can afford 
a $24 handkerchief or a $50 shirt, 
can also afford to pay government 
a little something for the privilege 
of wearing it. And the same may 
be said of the “gew-gaws” for which 
women are willing to pay quite 
fancy prices. 

The foregoing is offered simply 
by way of illustration. The luxury 
field is a wide one, and is growing 
wider and more extensive every 
day. It will be sometimes difficult 
to draw the line. Some luxuries, 
as pointed out, grow quickly into 
the class of necessities: these 
should be omitted as far as possible, 
and the burden lightened on those 
who really live frugally and are 
least able to pay.

SOFT PRESSURE: IN HARD AR- 
TERIES. 

People had blood pressure as well 
as neuritis and adenoids and apen- 
dicitis and even autointoxication, long 
before grandma was born, only they 
didn’t talk and read so much about 
it as we do nowadays. They just 
grinned and bore it or turned up 
their toes or said maybe they’d out- 
grow it. Blood pressure has always 
been, at least since Adam was given 
something to worry about. But after 
all, it is a good thing we have blood 
pressure, for it igs absolutely essen- 
tial for the proper circulation of the 
blood. So when you hear of any one 
having blood pressure vou may know 
that at any rate ne is still alive. 

Arteries began hardening in living 
men long before Hurvey won his posi- 
tion as a copy book character, only 
in the old days the doctors weren't 
so arbitrary as they are now and 
didn't conclude that the hardening in 
the ateries accounted for the man's 
age. For all they knew the mans 
entire system might be undergoing 
a similar degeneration, though they 
could only speculate about it, because 
it was illegal or immoral or sacrile- 
gious to attempt an inside investiga- 
tion of such matters. 

The faney that a hardening process 
in the arteries is the determinant fac- 
tor of senility or old age is founded 
upon the most primitive study of the 
arteries.

A., B. & A. Commission. 

The commission to help prevent dis- 
continuance of the A., B. & A., will 
be composed of two members from the 
senate, three from the house and four 
from the state at large. Its mem- 
bers will study the condition of the 
road and make recommendations to 
the governor. The resolution was in- 
troduced by Senator Frank Meunson. 

The children’s code commis-ion will 
be composed of ten members to be 
appointed by the governor. Duties 
of the commission will be study the 
existing laws of Georgia relating to 
child life, study the laws of other 
states, and draft for submission at a 
subsequent session of the legislature 
laws for the better welfare of Geor- 
gia’s children. Both the children’s 
code and the A., B. & A. resolutions 
were adopted unanimously. 

A resolution by Senator Ridley rec- 
ognizing the Sheppard-Towner act 
passed by congress, in order that fed- 
eral aid to the amount of $19,530 
may be received by the state board of 
health to promote child welfare and 
hygiene of maternity and infancy, was 
passed without dissenting vote, 

Amend Dry Law. 

Senator Bond, by request, intro- 
duced a bill to amend the state pro- 
hibition law by requiring persons who 
plead guilty or are convicted of liquor 
charges to tel] the court from whom, 
when, and where the intoxicants were 
secured. The presiding judge “is re- 
quired to place the convicted person 
under oath before passing sentence 
and inquire where the liquor was ob- 
tained. . 

Senator Johns, of the 27th, intro- 
duced a bill designed as a farmer re- 
lief measure. If passed it will ex- 
tend the period of redemption of prop- 
erty sold for taxes from twelve months 
to three years. 

The senate adopted Senator Clay’s 
bill simplifying the method of certio- 
rari from the court of appeals to 
the supreme court and decreasing the 
costs in such cases, 

Senator Haralson, of the 40th, in- 
troduced a bill authorizing the federa] 
government to take steps in Georgia 
for the protection of game and fish. 

The biennial sessions bill passed by 
the house Thursday was transmitted 
to the senate Friday and was refer- 
red to the committee on constitutional 
amendments. The committee will re- 
port on it early next week, it is said. 

The bill amending the charter of 
the city of Atlanta, passed Wednes- 
day by the house and now before 
the senate committee on corporations, 
will be given a hearing next week, 


NARCOTIC CASE WON 
BY DR. W. A. STARNES 


Issuance of a writ of mandamus to 
compel Collector of Internal Revenue 
J. DT Rose te register: Dr. W. A. 
Starnes, local physician, under provi- 
sions of the Harrison narcotic act, 
brought a statement Friday from At- 
torneys Alexander and Meyerhardt, 


representing the physician, that the 
case is without kuown parallel in the 
United States. The writ was issued 
by Federal Judge S. H. Sibley. 

“The case arose under the Harri- 
son narcotic act, which is strictly a 
revenue law,” the statement said. “It 
requires all persons. prescribing or 
selling morphine to register with the 
collector, and pay a fee therefor. 

“Persons so registered can buy mor- 
nhine for legitimate use by ordering 
the same in writing upon blank forms 
furnished by the government. Ver- 
sons not registered can not buy the 
forms, and, therefore, cannot get the 
drug. it 

“The act empowers the commission- 
er of internal revenue to formulate 
regulations for the purpose of carry- 
ing the law into effect. Recently 
some new regulations were sent out 
from Washington under this authority 
to all collectors forbidding them to 
register ceretain classes of persons. 

“Qn authority of this order, the 
collector here has refused registra- 
tion to a number of merchants and 
physicians, and it is probable that 
the same thing has been done all over 
the country. 

“Dr. Starnes denies the authority 
of the government to make such a 
rule, holds that cungress itself could 
not do so, and contended that the col- 
lector is bound to register all mer- 
chants and doctors who are willing to

Perhaps the 
most significant thing about a blood 
pressure which is high enough to 
prevent or postpone the issuance of a 
life insurance policy to the individual, 
is the frequency with which chronic 
nephritis (Bright's disease) manifests 
itself in the subsequent history.

W. H. Craig, Gainesville, and Mrs. 
Myrtle Craig Nininger, father and sis- 
ter of the young aviator for whom 
the post was named, were elected to 
honorary membership of the organiza- 
tion. 

The World War Volunteer asso- 
ciation was organized in the Brooklyn 
navy yards through the efforts of a 
quartermaster and a veoman.

Development of a smooth-working 
filibuster against placing the repeal 
bill on the calendar was one of the 
features of the Friday session. Rep- 
resentative Arnold, of Clay, led the 


filibuster and it probably will run over | 
into the session next week, although | 
it will not last as long in the house | 
as it did in the senate last week, due | 


to the adoption «of a limitation of 
debate rule. 
Claims of Opponents. 

Opponents of the repeal bill raised 
the point Friday that the house could 
not consider the repeal bill at this 
time since the senate last week voted 
to defeat it. Representative Arnold 
and Representative Bentley, of Ful- 
ton, asserted the house could not con- 
sider the bill under the constitutional 
provisions which holds that a bill once 
defeated cannot be again considered 
except by the consent of two-thirds 
of the members of the branch defeat- 
ing the bill. 

Speaker Cecil Neill ruled that the 
house was withia its rights in con- 
Sidering the tax equalization bill at 
this time regardless of the adverse uc- 
tion taken on a similar measure in 
th senate. He overruled the point 
of order of Representative Arnold. 
Speaker Neill explained that the ques- 
tion before the house was whether the 
house would adopt a motion to dis- 
agree with the adverse repert of the 
committee on the bill. He said if the 
house disagreed with the report of the 
committee the bill would be placed 
on the calendar If the house sus- 
tained the adverse report of the com- 
mittee the bill would be killed for 
this session. 

Representative Arno!d then spoke 
for an hour allowed him under the 
rule. He made a plea that the house 
not repeal the tax equalization law 
until it provided some other taxation 
system to take its place. Representi- 
tive Lankford, of Toombs, asked Mr. 
Arnold if he would agree to taking 
up the tax equalization repeal next 
week if the income tax law, In the 
mean time, should be submitted to 
and passed by the house.

Bowden Takes Floor. 

Just before the session ended Fri- 
day Representative J. E. T. Bowden, 
of Ware, arose to a point of personal 
privilege. He quoted a statement is- 
sued by the mayor ®f Waycross to 
the eftect that a recent speech of Rep- 
resentative Bowden was calculated to 


‘cause riots and bloodshed in Waycross. 


Mr. Bowden denied that bis speech 
was calculated to have such an ef- 
fect. 

“If the charge of the mavor of 
Waycross is true I have no right to 
serve in this house and if the mem- 
bers of this house will say that the 
speech I delivered was calculated to 
cause any riots or bloodshed I shall 
tender my resignation to the governor 
at once. On the other hand if the 
members of this house feel that my 
speech was temperate and not of the 
character as charged I should be vin- 
dicated,” he said.

BRITT GRAIG POST 
ORGANIZED FRIDAY 


Organization of the Britt Craig 
post of the World War Volunteer as- 
sociation was perfected and the charter 
delivered to Vice Commander W. E. 
Caiger, by State Commander J. A. 


Alexander, also commander of the 
fifth district, at a meeting on the 
Cecil hotel roof last night. 

The election of several of the offi- 
cers and the adoption of laws and by- 
laws was postponed until the next reg- 
ular meeting, which will be held next 
Friday night at the same place. The 
charter was delivered to the vice com- 
mander in the absence of Commander 
Willard Cope, who was unable to at- 
tend as the result of injuries recently 
received in a railroad accident. 

W. H. Craig, Gainesville, and Mrs. 

Myrtle Craig Nininger, father and sis- 
ter of the young aviator for whom 
the post was named, were elected to 
honorary membership of the organiza- 
tion. 
The World War Volunteer § asso- 
ciation was organized in the Brooklyn 
navy vards through the efforts of a 
quartermaster and a veoman. It has 
grown until some of the posts number 
into the thousands. The organization 
has no connection whatever with any 
political movements. The sole pur- 
pose is to assemble in one active body 
all the men and women who offered 
their services in the country’s hour 
of need; to foster and develop pa- 
triotism; and to help the volunteer 
in regard to his compensation, train- 
ing, insurance and such matters as 
would affect him. It proposes “‘to 
build the finest order of chivalry in 
the world.” 

The fifth district, in which Atlanta 
comes, includes Virginia, North and 
South Carolina, Georgia and Florida. 
Mr. Alexander, division commander, 
says the next post to be organized 
will be in Gainesville. 

Britt Craig was a member of the 
reportorial staff of The Constitution 
at the time the war began.

In a petition for the appointment | 
of a receiver for Lanier university, | 
which was filed in Fulton superior | 
eourt Friday, RK. D. Tatum, a bolder | 
of certain bonds of the Z| 
charges fraud and collusion in the 
operation of the school, 

The bill was filed against the La- 
nier university, which is now the Ku 
Klux Klan property: Gude & Co., 
contracto"s; the King Lumber 
eompany, of Randolph county and the 
Atlanta Trust company. Septem- 
her 2 was set by Judge George L. 
Jvell as the date for a hearing. 

It is charged in the bill that Lanier 
university has shown partiality to 
(iunde & Co., and the King Lumber 
eompany in allowing decrees to he 
issued by the superior gourt granting | 
them liens and showing favoritism | 
against the qualified stockholders in| 
the corporation. 

The petition 
30, 1920, the 
deed of trust 


sets out that March 
university executed a 
to the Atlanta Trust 
company to secure payment of the 
principal and interest on bonds in 
the sum of $50,000. It further shows 
that bonds for 850.000 were executed 
and secured by this deed of trust 
with the provision that stockholders 
would be paid an annual interest 
of 6 per cent, and that on maturity 
of the bonds in 1940 the purchase 
price of the bonds would be returned 
to the holders. 

It was further charged by Tatum 
that the first payment was due in 
March, 1921, and that he has not 
received his premitm and that so far 
as he Rnows, the other stockholders 
have not received premiums on their 
coupons. 

The petitioners also alleges that 
the Gude company sued, and obtained 
a verdict for $35.896.55, now being

How Madness Comes. 

Worry over money for meat, bread 
and clothes for mothers, and wives, 
and children will quickly break the 
spirit of a man. Fear of tomorrow's 
wants and of inability to meet them 
for those we love will produce a panic- 
fear that will paralyze intelligent 
thought. Such fear drives a man 
to the maddest acts. It destroys his 
morale. 

During the late war every effort 
was made to take the possibility of 
such a fear from our sailors § and 
soldiers. Assurance was given them 
that wives, mothers, and children at 
home would be given every care. 
Among the myriad activities, which 
endeared the Red Cross to all, was 
the looking after the welfare of the 
loved ones at home of the men at 
the front. No sailor's or soldier’s 
wife or mother had to suffer at the 
hands of a loan shark. All that the 
wife or mother had to do was to make 
known her wants. 

And government insurance, pen- 
sions were devised to remove the fear 
of what might happen to the families 
left behind, if the sailor or soldier 
should lose his life at the front. 

This was done in time of war. 

But at all times, and for all time, 
Jesus says: | 

“Don't worry about tomorrow— 
your heavenly Father knows your 
need.” 

His words and the experience of the 
late war suggest one of the ways in 
which peace between capital and labor 
and between the nations of the world 
might be found. If fear of tomorrow 
could be driven out, and all could be 
united in a drive for the kingdom of 
God, war, industrial and internation- 
al, would end, 

No one would minimize the work 
of our sailors and soldiers, and the 
risks which they ran. 

But did you ever stop to think 
of the risk which every mother runs 
to: give birth to a son, the agony 
which she endures to give life to the 
child? Without the birth of chil- 
dren, no country could survive. Re- 
call the wives in many homes who 
must return to work for wages to 
live so soon after the baby is born. 
Did it ever occur to you that the 
digging of coal in the bowels of the

Neither 
do clubs, neighborhoods and churches 
vie with one another in furnishing 
them relaxation, pleasure, and recrea- 
tion at the close of the gruelling day, 
when they come trooping, worn and 
tired, from min. and mill, railroad 
vard and building, factories and mills, 
forest and field, as clubs, neighbor- 
hoods and churches so gloriously did 
day after day, during the war, for 
the wearied soldiers and sailors re- 
turning from parade grounds, where 
they had marched and drilled them- 
selves to exhuustion to fit themselves 
for fighting our battles. 

Nor does the whole country unite 
to lift the fear of the future for loved 
ones from these workers’ minds. Yet 
none can doubt that miners meeting 
death in the black depths of the 
mine beneath caved-in coal, smothered 
by hideous gas, which’ they risk 
daily to dig th coal to heat your 
home, cook your food, fire your fac- 
tory and trains to enable you to live, 
These men have, like the dying sailor 
or soldier, no 'ittle affection and wor- 
ry for their wives and families left 
behind, the women and children, who 
will weep*in vain for the return of 
husbands and fathers, as these wives 
and mothers leave the cabins on the 
hillside to give place to the other 
miners who will replace their dead. 

Should we not do something to show 
our appreciation of the work of those 
who live and labor to furnish us the 
necessities of life? 


World Morale Breaking. 


Fear of tomorrow and leaving loved 
ones to face want alone is breaking 
the morale of the workers of the 
world. 

Three thousand strikes a year in 
America show that something deadly 
wrong is in our land. 

It is this fear of tomorrow’s wants, 
against which Jesus warned, at work. 

The same spirit of fear is amongst 
the nations of the world. Its mad- 
ness has made a hell of Russia, where 
women and little children are dying 
of hunger. But there in Russia today 
American relief workers with the S20,- 
000,000  .ppropriated by our gov- 
ernment are fighting a battle with 
hunger, disease and death. In doing 
s» they are putting into practice the 
only plan that can cure the madness 
and save-our world. 

Our government and these workers 
have nv sympathy or excuse for bol- 
shevism. But they will not stand by 
and see women and children die of 
cold and hunger. They show sym- 
pathy for suffering, regardless of 
race or folly. 

France, bled white by her heroic 
sacrifice, still bleeds and endangers 
the peace of the world with her huge 
armies because of her fear of what 
the morrow may bring from Germany 
restored and allied with Russia.

DYES FOR UPKEEP 
OF RHINE ARMY. 


Paris, July 21.—(By the Associated 
Press.)—The American government 
would receive its quota of German 
dyes amounting to more than 33,- 
000,000 annually as part payment for 
maintaining its army on the Rhine, 
under the terms of a plan which now 
is being worked out by the American 
government with the aid of the repa- 
rations commission. All that remains 
to put the plan into effect is the final 
approval of some of the allied powers. 
This approval is expected within sev- 
eral weeks. 

The reparations commission regards 
the plan as‘a successful solution of 
the problem the United States is to 
he paid for keeping its forees on the 
Rhine and it is indicated that the 
American government has indorsed 
the plan.
